CONTRACT BRIDGE. 
CAPTAIN McCALL'S LECTURE 


In his lecture at Messrs. Brown, Thomas's 
vesterday afternoon, Captain R. G. Mc(all, 
the well-known London contract bridge 
teacher, dealt with opening bids, stressing 
the advantages of common-sense methods as 
opposed to artificial conventional bidding 
This applies particularly to forcing Lids, and 
the lecturer pointed out clearly the advantages 
of the Culbertson system, as played now, over 
the two elub and one club systems in conveying 
more information between partners. 

In the Culbertson system, as applied by 
experts, an interesting. modification has ow 
been made in supporting bids. Distribution 
rather than the one and a half quick tricks 
is regarded as more important in supporting 
a partner's opening bid. The holding of {our 
small trumps, and a singleton, without any 
quick tricks can justify a raise from one to 
two in the trump suit, but trump support is 
essential. “If it-ág lacking ho trumps can le 
called on “an outside king and queen, tut 
unless his hand is very weak he will always 
respond to his partner’s opening bid, which 
means, of course, that the opening bid must 
be sound. This is a distinct assistance to the 
hand which is just below the value of a

The Planets 


ERCURY will be visible in the morn- 
M ing twilight in the last week of 
October, ba at greatest Western 
elongation on November 2nd,. He rises at 
5.11 a.m. on the 27th, and should be visible 
in the E.S.E, about 6 a.m 

Venus is a brilliant object in the morning 
sky. She rises at 3.30 a.m. on the Ist, and 
about an hour earlier on the 3lst, and is at 
her greatest. brilliancy on the 15th. Her 
phase is a crescent throughout October. and 
forms a very beautiful and interesting object 
in the telescope. 

Mars is still an evening star, low in the 
Seuth-West. He is a faint object, and 
difficult to see in the twilight. He is near 
hie greatest possible South declination. A 
enrious consequence of his position at this 
time of the year is that bye and bye he 
will set later for a time, and will become 
more visible about mid-winter and after, 
as he will be coming North, while the Sun 
continues to recede Southward. 

Jupiter, being in conjunction with the Sun 
on November 27th, is not likely to be seen 
after the middle of the present month. He 
also is running far South, and will be near 
his greatest Southern declination soon after 
the New Year. ! 

_ Saturn is now a fine object in the telescope 
in the evening sky. His narrowing ring system 


perluits more of the detail of his globe to” 


be seen than usual, and the cloud belts, and 
their resemblance to those of Jupiter, can be 
made out with a very moderate telescope. 
Another consequence vf tl 

of his system is that the satellites lie more 
nearly in a line with each other and with the 
planet’s Equator than 
past ten years or so. are, therefore, 
much more easily identified. The distant 
Japetus, in particular, can now be easily 
recognised as belon to Saturn. Japetus 
is the brightest of the satellites, next to Titan, 
quite easily seen in a 3-inch téle- 
scope, but he is usually so far off from the 
planet that one has to consult the Nautical 
Almanac for his position to distinguish him 
from a star. Now he is obviously’ a member 
of the same train as the rest, all being strumg 
out, nearly in a line, The narrow. ellipse oí 
the rings is still open enough to see the crape 
ring and the Cassini division between the 
outer and inher rings is visible in the “ansa,''

Moonshine 


As usually happens, the Press grossly mis- 
understood the information supplied by | 
astronomical authorities about the Moon as | 
near approach to the Earth last month. It | 
was not an unusual event, but a monthly | 
one. Every month the Moon, when in ' 
Perigee, approaches the Earth some 30,000 | 
miles nearer than she is when in Apogee, The | 
only unusnal feature about last month’s 
chk i was that it occurred within about 
two hours of Full Moon, so that the effect on 
the tides was nearly the greatest possible. 
This month the Perigee occurs almost 
exactly 24 hours before Full Moon. In February 
last the Perigee occurred within about six 
hours of New Moon, and the approach of 
the Moon to the Earth was within fifty miles 
of being as close as in September, The 
Moon's orbit being an ellipse, she must 
necessarily alternately approach and recede 
from us as she passes through the “ apses,”’ 
or extreme points of her elliptical path. 
There are very small differences in these move- 
ments of each and recession. But thev 
are so smail that their effort, is negligible in 
comparison with that of the coincidence or 
otherwise of the apses with the times of New 
and Full Moon. There are two influences 
which affect the tides: the Sun and the 
Moon, Each of these is a variable quantity, 
When each is at its greatest, and they both

‘‘Numbers of Lashkars to the west of 
our camps at Katsai, Wucha Jawar and 
Nahakki have for some days veen increas- 
ing. Despite this the Kamalai, Isa Khel 
and Burham tribes, who sent their jirgas 
to the Political Office stating their desire 
for peace and making their submission, had 
been received in a friendly manner and 
allowed to return to their country. 

“ The Mitai and Musa. Khel tribes, who 
have maintained friendly relations with 
the Government throughout, had sent 
messages saying that they wished to bring 
the Elders of Safis in for negotiations. 
Immediately on hearing this the Govern- 
ment suspended the air operations over 
the Safi country and invited them to send 
their jirgas in. 

“Yesterday the troops reconnoitring from 
Ducha Jawar camp were heavily engaged 
by Lashkars and suffered casualties. Two 
British officers were killed and three 
wounded, and seventy or eighty other ranks 
were casualties. This flouting of the 
Government's attempts to get into friendly 
touch with the upper tribes has caused 
the Government to consider its attitude 


afresh, 
“ Tt is understood that in the action 
which occurred yesterday the enemy 


suffered very heavy casualties indeed.” 


INDIA OFFICE STATEMENT 


Last night a communiqué issued by the 
India Office, London, announced the 
latest casualties as totalling over ninety. 
The statement was as follows :— 

‘‘Information has been received from 
India from which it appears that owing 
to renewed activities by certain sections of 
the Mohmand tribesmen it was decided 
to make a reconnaissance in force from 
the vicinity of the Nahakki Pass. Early 
yesterday morning the leading company 
of the Fifth Battalion, Twelfth Frontier 
Force Regiment (The Guides) encountered 
very superior numbers lying closely con- 
cealed, and severe fighting ensued, with 
heavv casualties on both sides.

For some. time before the President left 
for Geneva it had been arranged that he 
would on his return make a short tour of 
his constituency, winding-up with a public 
demonstration in Ennis. The dates for 
this programme could not, of course, be 
fixed until it was seen when the President 
would be able to leave Geneva. This was 
done by telephone on Saturday, when the 
President intimated that the Ennis meet- 
ing might be fixed for next Sunday. 


THE ENNIS MESSAGE 


As to what message Mr. de Valera will 
have for his constituents, it is, of course, 
impossible to say, The subject uppermost 
in most people’s minds is naturally the 
possible settlement of the dispute with 
Great Britain. In some quarters hopes 
have been raised by the fact that Mr. de 
Valera, as announced in the newspapers, 
had been in close communication at 
Geneva with the British representative, 
Mr. Eden. As to the likelihood of any 
negotiations affecting this country having 
taken place there, close political observers 
make the obvious comment that both Mr. 
Eden and Mr. de Valera were fully occu- 
pied with other, and even much more 
important, matters. 

The probability is that Mr. de Valera 
will, in his Ennis speech, deal exclusively 
with home politics. In view of the forth- 
coming opening of the Dail, he may in- 
dicate the programme of legislation which 
he proposes to put before it; what he in- 
tends to do with the Senate, and when he 
hopes to complete the revision of the Con- 
stitution. He may also devote some atten- 
tion to certain criticisms of the more 
advanced Republicans regarding his atti- 
tude on the Italo-Abyssinian question.

AN AVERAGE SPEED OF 


OVER 200 M.P.H.

Piloting an Airspeed Envoy monoplane, 
Captain C. Bebb flew from Dublin to 
Croydon in ninety minutes yesterday, 
covering the 309 miles at an average speed 
of 206 miles per hour.

Although not a record, this is extremely 
good time for the Dublin-London flight, 
and the journey made by Captain Bebb 
is of considerable interest in view of the

The record time for the flight betweer 
these points is held by Captain Frank 
Hawkes, an American pilot, using a racing 
monoplane.

in Northern Ireland will take over control 
of the goods and passenger road services 
in the North at 12 o'clock to-night. 
The Board will commence its operations 
with a fleet of 583 vehicles, of which 434 are 
‘buses and 149 lorries. Passenger fares and 
freight rates on all services will continue as 
at present. On Tuesday numerous changes in 
the times of passenger services will come into

The “ Big Five” services—those of Messrs. 
Catherwood, the Belfast Omnibus Co., the 


Great Aerthern Railway, the L.M.S. sco 
and the Belfast and Co. Down Railway—will 
be directly under the control of the Transport 
Board, and the other smaller services in the 
meantime will be operated under licence. 


BOARD’S OBJECT 


It will be the object of the Board, declared 
Mr. James McCrea, general manager of the 
Board, “ to provide the best possible services, 
passenger and freight, for the public at the 
minimum cost.”’ 

It is understood that the casual observer 
will notice no appreciable change in the ‘bus 
services, except that a few vehicles on various 
routes will have ‘‘ Northern Ireland Trans- 
port” marked on them.

Mr. D. L. Clarke, Chairman of the Northern

THE FIRST STEP 


Proceeding, Mr. Clarke said that there were 
something like 1,500 separate transport 
organisations in the North of Ireland, and it 
would be ludicrous to think that any sort 
of common pool could be formed with them. 
The first step, therefore, was to merge those 
undertakings and te reduce their number. 
“I may tell you,” he said, “that at one 
time the idea of a complete merger of road 
and rail had very considerable attractions, so 
that you would have had one common manage- 
ment, and that management would have been 
unhampered im deciding which and where the 
best form of transport was in particular 
circumstances. There were, however, in- 
superable difficulties in the way of that. It 
may come some day; it will probably come 
some time in the future, but at present it is 
not practical politics.” 


AFTER CONSOLIDATION 


When the undertakings were consolidated, 
he said, the gross receipts, less the expenses, 
which varied in the mileage run, and the 
receipts of the railways would be pooled. The 
Board and the railways would then draw 
from the pool in proportion to their son, 
receipts in the standard years—1932 fro 
the road and the mean of 1924 to 1932 from 
the railways.

Finally, 
ue prices of the services must be reason- 
able. 

He knew there was a great deal of feeling 
among the public that as the Board got com- 
plete control of the road services it would be 
in a position to give what services it pleased 
and to charge what amounts it pleased.

The “ Grand Old Man of the North,” 
Ras Kassa, the most important man in 
Abyssinia after the Emperor, is waiting 
ready for the Italian attack. The northern 
armies which he commands muster abtut 
250,000 men, all war-like Amharics. Many 
of them are daring horsemen, and Ras 
Kassa himself is one of the finest riders 
in the kingdom, besides being an experi- 
enced strategist in savage warfare. 

He has made preparations for a war 
lasting two or three years, and has laid in 
large — of food, which are buried 
deep in the ground at various snots around 
Debra Thabor, his headquarters. A twice- 
weekly aeroplane service k Kassa in 
close touch with the Emperor, who, the 
Press Association Correspondent under- 
stands, has given the Ras full powers to 
conduct the campaign on the northern 
-front as he sees fit. 

The Emperor himself will probably 
supervise operations on the Ogaden front, 
and also on a third front east of Dessye ; 
for the Italians are now thought to be 
planning an attack from Assab. : 

The Ethiopian General Staff believes 
that three attacks may thus’ be launched 
simultaneously by the Italians—from 
Asmara, from Assab and from Italian 
Somaliland. Spies report that the Italian 
troops on these fronts are chafing at in- 
action, and it is therefore thought that 
war cannot be long delayed. ee

EVIDENCE BEFORE THE

J. Rice, the Law Agent for. the 

Corporation and Deputy City Manager, giving 

further evidence, said that the new system 

of administration “by the Corporation was 


he did not think that a co-ordinating com- 
mittee of the City Council to relieve the City 
Manager of the amount of work falling on 
him would be desirable. It would be a great 
help if he had deputies. He agreed that three 
Deputy City Managers would be desirable, 
but they had no power to appoint such 
officials at the moment. bhrea had to 
go through the hands oí the City Manager, 
who was a man of exceptional ability. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C. (Chairman)—He 
must, be. 

The witness suggested that each deputy 
should have powers similar to those of the 
City Manager in a sphere of his own.” 
Chairman—The salaries paid to the eight or 
ten principal officials are rather low. Does 
that prevent you getting the best men?—No; 
they are all able and experienced men. 

In regard to the proposal that the Mount 
Merrion Estate might be included in the 
borough area, Mr. Rice said that the revenue 
from that area for water was £35,600 per 
year. If it were acquired under the extensions 
of the borough there would be a loss of 


revenue to the City Corporation. 
ALLOTMENTS 


Mr. Rice said that he was not aware of any 
provision beyond that existing at present for 
allotments for the unemployed. 
Chairman—You have a large number of un- 
employed in Dublin. Under the Allotments 
Act of 1934 you have power to appropriate 
land compulsorily to provide these people with 
allotments. Evidence may be tendered to show 
that the working of lasta is the best 
medicine for mind and body for keeping un- 
employed men “‘employable.”’ Is not that a 
question that you will have to consider 
seriously ’—-When the Corporation takes virgin 
soil for building purposes that land sometimes 
is used for allotments for a few years before 
it is actually built on. 

The next witness was the chief of the Cor- 
poration’s Housing Department, Mr. Joseph 
Sherwin, who, examined by Mr. Vincent Rice, 
K.C., said that the number of dwellings 
erected over the period from 1886 to the 
present dav by the Corporation was 9,980, 
representing a total expenditure of £5,639,527. 
The number of houses that had been taken 
over for the added areas was 1,183, re- 
presenting a capital outlay of £564,936. 
The number of tenant-purchase houses was 
4,481, and the number. of weekly tenants was 
7,582. The houses of the purchasing tenants 
were of the five-roomed, four-roomed, and 
three-roomed type, with all the modern con- 
veniences. The inclusive weekly instalments 
paid by the tenant purchasers for five, four 
and three-roomed houses, respectively, were: 
17s. 1d. to 15s. 2d., 14s. Gd. to 11s. 3d., and 
10s. 7d to 8s. 4d. The weekly tenants 
occupied cottages and flats. Cottages erected 
before 1930 were let at 2s. 3d. a room, and 
those erected after that were let at 2s. 6d. a 
room. The older type of tenement was let at 
ls. 9d. per room. | 

The Chairman asked if there was a greater 
demand for the 2s. 6d. per room type of 
house. 

Witness—Yes; we have a great demand for 
the others, too. 

Mr. Rice asked if the block of flats at the 
Four Courts were typical of the modern 


Dublin flat. 
Witness—Yes. These fats, he added, were 
let at 2s. a room. They were two and three- 


room flats, while a few were four-room flats. 


RENT AND ARREARS 


The witness said that the total annual 
rental from the Corporation’s housing 
schemes, including purchase rents, was 
,000. The arrears three months ago 
amounted to £10,000, but this since had been 
reduced to something like £9,400. » 
Chairman—Does the tenant-purchaser 
forfeit his rights to purchase when he gets 
into arrear?—The lease and mortgage pro- 
vide that if the tenant-purchaser falls into 
arrear for a period greater than four weeks 
we institute proceedings to recover the rents. 
If the arrears then are not paid, we lodge a 
decree for possession in the hands of the 
Sheriff. The tenant, however, still has an 
opportanity of paying up the arrears.

had the right to sell his interest in the house.

An Irishman, who had pleaded guilty to 
breaking and entering, and who had been 
sentenced to three years’ penal servitude 
at Cardiff Quarter Sessions yesterday, 
asked the Recorder (Mr. R. Vaughan 
Williams, K.C.), to make it four years, 
“so that he could learn a trade in prison.”

Eight persons belonging to one family, 
including four children, were burned to 
death yesterday in a fi: following an 
explosion in a.tenement avi Chicago (says 
Reuter). Twenty people were asleep in 
the building, and eight were injured in 
leaps from windows. 
Ey, 
the avowed policy of the Corporation, much 
smaller families were being housed by them. 
The answer to that was that families had to 
be catered for where there was a slum clear- 
ance scheme, where there was danger of a 
dwelling collapsing, and where there were 
evictions through no fault of the tenant.

In regard to the houses taken over*in 1930 
Mr. Sherwin said that many of the houses in 
Kimmage belonging to the Rathmines Council 
had not been painted for years: Some had 
opening for grates in which no grates had been 
erected. The Corporation regarded it as their 
duty to paint their houses every three or 
four years, and they had to put in the grates, 
and pathways.had to be relaid. In Rathmines 
they had had to spend £5,991 on sperial 
works of maintenance; in Pembroke £1,638, 


and in the rural areas £604. 


CHURCHES AND SCHOOLS 


Questioned about the provision of a church 
and schools for Crumlin, Mr. Sherwin said 
that they had been in negotiation with the 
Department of Education and the ecclesiastical 
authorities. They had offered the latter a 
site, but after some delay the offer had been 
rejected. He understood now that a site had 
been acquired outside the city boundary. 

Chairman—Does that mean that the county 
charged them less than you proposed ”.
